The Agrarians say their arguments ap- 
peal to logic. The new inspection law pro- 
poses to subject all cattle intended for 
human nourishment to a double inspection, 
before and after slaughter, and before the 
meat is cut up. Only domestic slaughter- 
ings, that is, animals killed for consump- 
tien within one’s own family or household, 
are exempted from examination. 

The representatives of the German cattle 
raisers say: If we cannot offer meat for 
sale which has not been examined before 
and after Slaughter logic and justice de- 
mand that foreign cattle raisers shall sub- 
mit to the same conditions, for surely the 
fatherland would not Wish to give the for- 
eisners an advantage over its own chil- 
dren. Moreover, the scientific authoritits 
think-such a double inspection is necessary 
in order to protect the health of the con- 
sumers, and past experience with inspec- 
tlons in foreign countries does not justify 
Sur relying upon them.” 


What Meat Bill Means. 

Reflection, however, will bring the con- 
clusion that the adoption of this principle 
would completely stop the importation of 
foreign meats, for sausages, canned meats, 
and fresh meats, cut up as they must be be- 
fore shipment, cannot be examined in the 
required manner.

This is the goldén road to fortune for the 
Gernian farmers.

They 
even pretend to have made extraordinary 
concessions in agreeing to permit the im- 
portation of bacon (or sidemeat), ham, lard, 
and oleomargarine, and sausage casings. 


Hostile Provisions Adopted. 


‘Pursuing this train of logic, they have suc- 
ceeded in getting the following sections 
adopted by the commission: : 

The importation of pickled meats or oth- 
er prepared meats, except hog hams and 
bacon, and the imporation of canned meats 
or meats in other sorts of vessels, of sausage 
and other preparations of chopped or ground 
meat, is forbidden. . 

Furthermore, the importation of other 
meats until Dec. 31, 1903 (the date of the 
expiration of the commercial treaties), is 
permitted under the following conditions: 

Fresh meat may be imported only in 
whole carcases, which may, however, in the 
case of beeves, exclusive of calves, and of 
hogs, be divided into two halves. The car- 
cases must be accompanied by the abdom- 
‘inal and pectoral ‘skin, lungs, heart, kidneys, 
and in the case of cows by the udder, in their 
natural connection with the body. The Fed- 
eral council is authorized to require other 
organs likewise. Prepared meats may be 
introduced only when experience has shown 
the manner of its preparation excludes the 
possibility of danger to human health, or 


tained that it is not dangerous or harmful. 
“After the lapse of the period mentioned 
the importation of meats, except hog lard, 
bacon, pure oleomargarine, and sausage cas- 
‘ings, is forbidden. 

Imported meats must be inspected upon 
admittance. in the presence of the custom 
officers. Excepted from this provision are 
meats which can be proven to have been 
shipped from the interior and meats designed 
for transit in bond. Importations may be 
made only through certain ports, which the 
Federal council will designate.”

Showing the Gold Bricks. 
The Englishmen asked see the gold.

It was explained 
that the gold could not be sold at the mint 
for the reason that it was necessary to make 
an affidavit as to the place from which it 
was mined, which would frustrate the plan 
of 8 the adjoining property. Drayton 
then proposed the bars be tested. The 
Chicago men, enly tog. Had te. 
test made and borings were made if all the 
bars, the result of the test showing 76 per 
cent pure gold. A wine supper at the Audi- 
torium Annex followed the test. It then 
was disclosed that the mine was near Golden 
City, Colo. The promoters suggested that 
Sir Frederick and Miller remain in Chicago, 
while Schroeder and Drayton visited the 
mine. This was agreed to. No sooner had 
Schroeder and Drayton crossed the Missis- 
sippi than Schroeder began to wire to Sir 
Frederick accounts of conversations with 
people who were familiar with the property, 
signing Drayton’s name without his knowl- 
edge. Then came a message suggesting that 
the deal be closed at once. Schroeder and 
Drayton stopped at the Brown Palace Hotel 
in Denver two days and then went to Golden 
City. More forged messages were sent tell- 
ing that the property was better than ex- 
pectations. 


Englishmen Become Suspicious. 

In the meantime Sir Frederick Vigor in 
Chicago asked Miller to give the security 
promised for their time and expenses to New 
York. This Miller was unable to do and the 
Englishman became suspicious. Miller. fear- 
ing arrest, wired Schroeder to meet him in 
South Bend, Ind., and disappeared. Schroe- 
der left Drayton at the hotel in Golden City 
one night, saying he would call for him the 
next morning to visit the mine. Then 
Schroeder disappeared. During the day mes- 
sages were exchanged between the two Eng- 
lishmen and a few days later they met in 
Chicago. patl fied that the mine was a 
swindle, they desired to find out what was in 
the six gold bars. Bankers advised them to 
let the matter drop, to which they replied 
that they were not like you Americans,“ 
and wanted to see how they intended doing 
it. * 

A bill was flled for the appointment of a 
recelver and the Chicago Title and Trust 
company was appointed. The vaults were 
opened and the sik bars taken to Weis & 
Gibson for analysis, with the result stated. 

The result ot the assay will be sent to the 
English capitalists, who sailed from New 
York for England on Saturday. Before leav- 
ing Chicago they expressed themselves as 
satisfied that they were not so wise as any 
American er holding a gold brick di- 

ploma. 
Won How It Was Done. 

Just how Miller and Schroeder succeeded 
in changing the borings taken for the first 
test will never be clear to the Englishmen. 
Drayton declared it a good Yankee joke, and 
took pleasure in telling several Chicagoans 
that it must have been one of those things 
you Americans call flim-flams. His 
companion insisted that he saw the borings 
taken from the bars and never removed his 
eyes from them until they were safely in 
Drayton's pocket. 

It is not thought that Miller and Schroeder 
will de caught. They are out of pocket 
$3,000 spent in wining and dining their Eng- 
lish visitors.

At a meeting 
of Typographical Union No. 16 on March 11 
resolutions were adopted expressing satis- 
faction with the labor situation in Chioago 
newspaper offices, and instructing its dele- 
gates in the Federation of Labor and Allied 
Printing Trades to notify those bodies that 
tiie Typographical union was not a party 
to any act of hostility directed by them 
against any loca] newspaper publisher or his 

y. The resolutions also instructed 
its Secretary to notify the bodies in ques- 
tion that the Typographical union did not 
recognize the right of either of the organiza- 
tions to make rules for its members, and 
that it would protect any and all members 
in their union rights. 

These resolutions were made the pretext 
for the expulsion of Typographical Union 


Will Take an Appeal. 


James Ryan said of the expulsion: ‘‘ The 
action of the federation was simply out- 
rageous. The federation has no constitu- 
tional right to expel a union. We will ap- 
peal to the American Federation of Labor.“ 

Before the printers’ delegation was ex- 
pelled several members objected to what 
they termed political action on the part of 
the federation.

Been Taken to Prevent the Rebel 
Leaders from Communicating with 
the Natives—Tagalos in the Prov- 
inces Active in Reorganization. 


MANILA, March 18, 9:30 p. m.—General 
Otis considers Manila the most troublesome 
center in the situation today. The insurgent 
junta here, in conjunction with that in Hong- 
kong, is growing active. 

The military authorities have been forced 
to put a stop to Mabini's intercourse with 
the public. The local and foreign press con- 
sider his recent utterances calculated to in- 
cite the Filipinos to a continued revolt and 
prejudicial to American control. 

Spaniards and Filipinos who are conver- 
sant with the Tagalo character unite in as- 
serting that Aguinaldo’s capture would ter- 
minate the revolution. Three months have 
passed since he was activeiy pursued. 

Flores, who has just arrived here, says he 
comes trusting to American leniency; and 
that he would not have dared come to Ma- 


| nila if Spain were yet in control. He cher- 


ishes the hopes and aspirations which ac- 
tuated him when in the field, and desires to 
watch Congressional action upon the ques- 
tion of the Philippines. ;

The Nueva Eciga insurgents are hea 
taxing local traders and farmers, with the 
result that business is paralyzed gna there 
is a general scarcity of food. 

The funds for maintaining this guerrilla 
warfare are collected from the various towns 
of the island whether occupied by the Amer- 
icans or not, even including Manila. af 

In the Province of Albay the insurgents 
have ceased harassing the Americans, ow- 
ing, it is reported, to a lack of ammunition, 
but they continue ravaging the country by 
burning and looting. The natives are tiring 
of this sort of thing and threaten to turn 
against the marauders. Already the towns- 


slowly returning to their homes. 

Major Allen of the Forty-third Regiment 
has been appointed Military Governor of 
the Island of Samar, where Lukban, the 
former leader of the rebels in that locality, 
is still in the mountains.

Less than a 
block below the Rector street station is the 
coaling station, from which fuel is run into 
the tenders by means of a heavy iron chute, 
which is lowered from a platform in front 
of a building on the right hand side of the 
track. Engines in need of fuel signal the 
coal tender, and come to a halt in front of 
the chute. When not in use the chute is 
raised by a counter weight just high enough 

to clear the roofs of passing trains. | 

Barlow, the engineer, was shutting off 
steam to stop at the Rector street station, 
and his engine was almost abreast of the 
coaling station when the heavy chute was 
suddenly lowered, and went tearing through 
the roof of the cab and of the two succeed- 
ing cars.

Lincoln, Neb., March 18.—While there may

A man convicted of a misde- 
meanor does not lose his civil rights. Men 
convicted of felony are sent to the peniten- 
tiary. Bridewell prisoners are only those 
convicted of misdemeanors, It is held that 
this rule does not apply to United States 
convicts, as the federal government has no 
prisons except the military ones. 

In this case Sampson claims the crime of 
which he was convicted was only a misde- 
meanor, while the committee asserts it was 
a felony and the fact he was sent to the 
bridewell for confinement has no bearing on 
the question.

| The House Naval commit- 
Eixtrava- tee has acted wisely in re- 
tante of fusing to build warships at 
Government the government navy yards. 
Mamufac- Past experience, as in the 
turing. case of the Texas, has 
proved that the way is ex- 

pensive. Shipbuilders make enormous 
profits, yet it is more ecbnomieal to give them 
the contracts. The reason is found in the 
fact that the bill to authorize construction 
of ships by the government itself was 
favored by the labor organizations.

THE CRY OF PORTO T 

While Senators. wrangle Porto Ricans 
suffer. Congress has appropriated $2,000,- 
000 to pay the expenses of administering 
the local government, That is a ey 0 
tion of the fact that the inhabitants of the 
island are too poor to pay taxes. The ap- 
propriation is excellent as far as it goes. 
It will provide the means to pay the sala- 
ries of school teachers and other government 
employés. It will put some people to work 
at roadmaking. Those who are to share 
in the two millions will be benefited. Those 
who are not to do so will starve unless 
eared for by public charity. 

For what Congress has just done does not 
go to the root of the evil. It does not end 
that fatal uncertainty which has paralyzed 
the industry and put an embargo on the 
commerce of Porto Rico. Merchants and 
planters, ignorant as to the nature of their 
future trade relations with the United 
States, are even more at sea than are pro- 
tected manufacturers when they do not 
know whether duties are to be left un- 
changed, lowered a little, or cut down a 
greut deal. The planters, as a rule, are 
moneyless. They cannot pay labor to 
plant crops or to put in shape their coffee 
plantations damaged by the hurricane of 
last year unless the merchants make them 
advances. The merchants do not dare to do 
so because their only security will be the 
crops, and they do not know whether there 
will be a market for them or what price 
they will bring until Congress has settled 
the tariff question. Most of the plantations 
are mortgaged, and the time is drawing 
near when these mortgages must be fore- 
closed, unless the owners of the land are 
enabled to raise and sell the products of 
their fields. If Congress trifles much longer 
with a question which is all in all to Porto 
Ricans, the present proprietors will lose 
their lands and be beggars. That disturbs 


| them more. than doubts as to the form of 


government which may be given the island. 

“ Hope deferred maketh the heart sick.” 
The merchants and planters of Porto Rico 
have been waiting patiently since the sum- 
mer of 1898 for free trade with the United 
States and the material happiness they 
Were confident it would give them. They 
endured uncomplainingly for long months 
the practical exclusion of two of the im- 
portant products of the island from the 
American market by the duties of the Ding- 
ley law. They were sure Congress would 
give them relief when it met. They did not 
take into consideration Mr. Oxnard and 
the Connecticut tobacco growers, who have 
put a veto on the kindly design of the Pres- 
ident to give Porto Rico free trade. 

So at last there comes up a bitter kry 
from the owners of the mortgaged, untilled 
fields of Porto Rico. They are going to 
exercise one right, which nobody will dare 
to deny them. It is the right of petition. 
They are going to beg Congress to do some- 


| thifig at once, and put an end to their tor- 


ture of suspense. They will not insist on 
that absolutely free access to American 
markets they expected and should have. 
If Congress is going to give less than justice 
demands they should be given, they beg to 
be given that little now. It will be twice 
as valuable as if given weeks or months 
hence. Never has such a petition been 
presented to Congress as the one which is 
to be laid before it soon by the Porto 
Ricans. Before it is presented an ashamed 
Congress should give the petitioners that 
free intercourse with this country which is 
their due. Then labor will be set at work 
and the fields will bear profitable crops. 
Then the affectionate feeling of Porto 
Ricans for America, which is rapidly being 
destroyed, will 
during. 


ARCHBOLD’S PRAISE OF TRUSTS. 

In the latest number of the Independent 
there is an article by John D. Archbold, 
director of the Standard Oil company, in 
which he attempts to prove that trusts are 
an inestimable blessing to everybody. It is 
not strange that Mr. Archbold should have 
a high regard for trusts and for trust meth- 
ods, in view of the fact that his company 
has just paid a quarterly dividend of $20,- 
000,000.@Any man on the inside of the 
magic ring is likely to think well of an insti- 
tution that pays him an annual dividend of 
80 per cent on the par value of his stock. 
This fact, however, does not render his logic 
any less specious or his conclusions any 
less fallacious when he seeks to prove that 
his peculiar institution is an unmitigated 
boon to the nation at large. 

Mr. Archbold’s main argument is that 
modern machinery is indispensable for the 
welfare of labor and for the prosperity of 
the nation, that trusts are necessary for 
the proper utilization of such machinery, 
and that trusts are, therefore, indispens- 
able for the welfare of the workingman 
and of everybody else. One flaw in this 
syllogism, of course, lies in the fact that it 
is doubtful whether trusts are necessary 
for the full utilization of machinery, or 
whether they are even friendly to new in- 
ventions. oe 

Mr. Archbold skillfully confounds the

matter of large capital with the matter of. 


monopolies, which are two entirely different 
questions. He tells his readers that great 
aggregations of capital are necessary to 
run modern machines, and then he devotes 
most of his article to showing how much 
the spinning jenny, the fast printing press, 
and the railroads have done for the work- 


ingman. In proving this entirely obvious 


point he pretends to have shown that mo- 
nopolies like the one to which he belongs 


“are decidedly to the advantage of the 


laborer, as they increase the number em- 
ployed, increase the rate and certainty of 
wages, reduce the price of materials which 
the laborer consumes, and, to a greater 
extent than any other form of industry, dis- 
tribute their profits among their employés 
and other small investors.” 
Such a claim takes on a humorous aspect 
when placed beside the cold fact of the 
Standard Oil quarterly dividend of $20,000,- 
000 on a capital of $100,000,000. His ad- 
vocacy of the trust as a model instru- 
ment for distributing profits among the 


people takes on a rather sardonic aspect’ 


when it is remembered that of the 3,000 
Standard Oil stockholders less than a dozen 
hold four-fifths of the total stock and have 
just received $16,000,000 of the recent 
$20,000,000. dividend—and that Mr. Arch- 
bold is one of the inside dozen. 

The whole fallacy of Mr. Archbold’s argu- 
ment lies hidden under that 80 per cent 
dividend. The whole evil of trusts lies in

has not been raised above what it was 


thirty years ago and that the wages of labor 
have not been reduced below what they 
were then, and yet the fallacy and the evil 
remain. Mr. Archbold does not once use 
the word monopoly in his article, because 
in that word may be found the explanation 
ot his company’s 80 per cent dividend and 
also the reason for the publie antipathy to 
trusts. It is the unrighteous killing of 
competition and the inordinate absorption 
of all the profits of modern machinery by a 
small group of men that constitute the 
trust evil, Large companies and the use 
of machinery are necessary and good, but 
large monopolies and trusts in restraint of 
trade, putting the whole of the resultant 
profits into a few pockets, are politically 
and economically pernicious. 

It would be interesting to see Mr. Arch- 
bold try to prove that it is a just and moral 
condition of affairs wheh a company pays 
its 35,000 workmen $35,000,000 a year 
while its 3,000 stockholders get $80,000,000. 


A MARTIAN MADEMOISELLE, 

The French people have cut so many 
queer capers lately that it is not remarka- 
ble their scientists are at present greatly 
excited over a young woman, described as 
“30 years of age, of unimpeachable char- 
acter, and employed in a commercial) 
house,” who is addicted to somnambulism, 
and when in that condition declares that 
she has had four incarnations. She was 
first born on the planet Mars, then in India, 
then in France in the time of Marie Antoin- 
ette, and lastly in Paris thirty years ago. 
As to the young woman’s present incarna- 
tion, there can be no doubt. As to her third, 
in France at the time of Marie Antoinette, 
there may be well-defined doubts, for any 
one at all versed in recént history can de- 
scribe intelligently what took place in that 
reign. The scientists lay much stress upon 
her second incarnation, because when she 
is in the somnambulistic conditions she 
uses the Sanscrit and Arabic languages 
whenever she speaks of the time she lived 
in India. This, however, is not entirely 
convincing. If she is an accomplished 
linguist it is not a remarkable feat. 

The first incarnation, however, is what 
has most attracted the wonder of the 
savants. She speaks a language in her 
sleep and also writes ¢ertain characters 
which, it is asserted, are Martian. Unfor- 
tunately for the solution of the problem no 
one can either affirm or deny that they 
are Martian. We can only take the word 
of the young woman of “ unimpeachable 
character” that they arey But unfortu- 
nately, again, the young woman can only 
talk the Martian language when she is 
asleep. It would be much more convincing 
if she knew something of her pretxistences 
when she was awake, for the mind plays 
most fantastic antics in sleep. Some strict- 
ly honest persons whe awake are scoun- 
drels of the deepest dye when asleep, and 
persons who would scorn to tell an untruth 
in their waking moments will lie like troop- 
ers in their sleep. Even a Welsh rarebit or 
little piece of hot mince pie has been known 
to make a person talk a variety of tongues, 
nasal and otherwise, any one of which 
might be Martian or Lunar or Jupiterian. 

It is no wonder the French savants are 
excited. It does not take much to excite 
a Frenchman, but it will be safer to wait 
for a French young woman of “ unimpeacb- 
able character” who can perform these 
feats when awake. Considering the per- 
formances of some of the French. when 
awake, nothing they may do when asleep 
should arouse astonishment. But, even if 
the story be not the product of the imagi- 
nation of some French Verne or Flam- 
marion, it should not be considered strange 
when it is remembered how familiar Poe’s 
Hans Pfaal was with the people of the 
moon and their language. 


FUTURE OF ENGLISH INDUSTRY. 

It is customary nowadays to talk as if 
the industrial suprema¢y of Great Britain 
was about to be lost, and that she would 
fall behind before long in the struggle for 
trade. One of the points made by those 
who have been writing in this vein is that 
the United States has overtaken England 
in the production of irom and steel, while 
Germany has made rapid gains. On this 
account the testimony of the Bulletin of the 
Iron and Steel ‘association is of interest 
when it declares that English industry is 
in no danger and through many future gen- 
erations the British empire will be as promi- 


be freely granted 


nent industrially as it is now. The Bulletin 


says that England’s present supremacy, 
which, it contends, ‘unchallenged—al- 
though statistics woul ‘show otherwise— 
is due to superior nhtional characteristics 
of her people, her insular position, which 
compelled her to be a maritime power, and 
to her fortunate command of great re- 
sources. Vast supplies of coal gave her 
cheap fuel, and the spirit ot her mechanical 
invention gave her labor-saving machinery 
that added immensely to the productive 
power of the nation and secured for its 
cheap products a favorable reception in 


the world’s markets. 
If England has touch the zenith of in- 
dustrial supremacy, the Bulletin says, it is 


due to genera! causes, such as the progress 
of the human race, rather than to any de- 
terioration of English’ enterprise or skill 
or decay in natural resources. The larger 
development of native resources is leading 
to diminished demand for many articles of 
English manufacture. The use of labor- 
saving machinery cannot much longer be 
restricted to a few nations enjoying a mo- 
nopoly of its benefits. When the mechan- 
ical inventions have heen domesticated 
everywhere one of England’s greatest ad- 
vantages will be permanently lost. But its 
immense capital, mammoth factories and 
workshops, efficient labor, and powerful 
fleets, and the indomitable spirit of the peo- 
ple will remain, and with them England’s 
material greatness. The abundant capital 
of that country will make her the world’s 
banker for a long time to come, compelling 
financially weak na to pay it tribute 
and buy its products. Yet the Bulletin 
must admit that one by one the nations, as 
the United States, are slipping away from 
England. Its progress depends much upon

The mer- 
chant ts not only subject to penalties for sell- 
ing the adulterated goods, but he must pay 
the costs and expense incurred in inspect- 
ing and analyzing any adulterated articles 
that he may have been found guilty of sell- 
ing or offering for sale, ‘The bill would cer 
tainly check adulteration. After a mem 


) chant had been fined heavily a few times 


for the sale of adulterated articles he would 
cease to buy such goods as would render him 
liable to the penalty. But, meanwhile, he 
would lose much money. As things are now, 
according to the testimony of Expert Chem- 
ist Wiley of the Agricultural department, 
every merchant in Iowa could be fined. 
What is needed is some way to reach the 
manufacturers, who are the more guilty 
parties. The difficulty, however, is that so 
many of the adulterated goods are made 
outside of the State, and hence are beyond 


the reach of lowa laws.

GOEBEL METHODS IN MISSOURI. 

The Nesbit election law, which has been 
sustained by the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri, seems to be as bad in most respects 
as the notorious Goebel law of Kentucky. 
The two laws were enacted for the same 
purpose—that of preventing the Republic- 
ans from receiving fair treatment at the 
polls, Missouri has been Democratic for 
years, but gradually the Republican vote 
Has increased. The stronghold of the Re- 
publican party in the State is St. Louis. 
For ten years the average Republican plu- 
rality in the city has been 9,000. It was 
15,000 in the last Presidential election and 
over 10,000 at the municipal election last 
spring. The Nesbit law was designed to 
overcome this plurality. It places the 
election machinery in charge of a board of 
three men appointed by the Governor, two 
being Democrats and the other nominallya 
Republican, chosen, according to the Globe- 
Democrat, because the Governor believes he 
can rely upon him and not as a representa- 
tive ct the party he is supposed to repre- 
sent. The registration is in control of this 
board, which may strike off the list whom 
it chooses. The election officials in each 
precinct will be appointed by this board, 
the judges and clerks being Democrats and 
alleged Republicans chosen by the Demo- 
crats. The Republican party as an organi- 
zation has nothing to do with the elections, 
all the judges and clerks being named by 
the Democratic officials. After the polls 
close the Republicans have no safeguards 
as to the count of the ballots. The law has 
even rearranged the precincts to prevent 
comparison with previous returns. The 
first election under the Nesbit law is yet to 
be held. The St. Louis Republicans seem 
to believe the Democrats will succeed in 


winning by much the same methods em- 


ployed by the Goebelites in Kentucky. 


PENALTIES OF GROWTH. 

Somewhat of a sensation has been created 
at the University of Wisconsin by a dis- 
cussion of the relations between student 
and professor that has been appearing in the 
Alumni Magazine of the university. The 
discussion, which is sure to attract wide 
attention beyond the borders of the State, 
was begun by a letter of an alumnus who 
asked: “‘Is our beloved alma mater aping 
the formality that exists at Eastern col- 
leges instead of cherishing that cordiality, 
that hail-fellow-well- met spirit of the

West?“ and he asks a remedy for the pres- 


ent tendency. 

The question is one that might quite as 
justly be asked of any of the Western uni- 
versities, such as Iowa and Minnesota, 
which during the last decade have changed 
from small colleges into real universities, 
with thousands of students, threatening to 
rival the great Eastern universities in size. 
When the colleges had few students the 
professors were able to know every stu- 
dent by name, and hence they came into 
closer fellowship with them. But as a col- 
lege grows this is impossible. . 

The experience through Which Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, and Iowa Universities are pass- 
ing at present is the same that has been 
had by every large college, and it has al- 
ways aroused the opposition of the more 
conservative. The question brings up the 
old one of the relative value of the small 
college and the great university as training 
schools for the young man, This is a ues- 
tion upon which sides are taken largely 
according to the environment of the de- 
baters. This much must be admitted: Small 
colleges never resist the opportunity to be- 
come large, while no college willingly re- 
duces its size. And so the conservative 
alumni who oppose the innovations at the 
Western universities will not be able to pre- 
vent the following of new methods which 
necessarily bring changed relations be- 
tween students and instructors. 


HAND AND MACHINE LABOR 

At the close of the last century Malthus 
evolved the theory that the world’s popula- 
tion was increasing more rapidly than the 
means of subsistence, and that all nations 
would soon be starving if the birth rate 
was not held in check. How completely 
this prophecy has been falsified, and why, 
is shown in an article in the current issue 
of Gunton’s Magazine written by Carroll 
D. Wright, United States Commissioner 
of Labor. The use of machinery has 
wrought the change. A few years ago Con- 
gress authorized a commission to investi- 
gate the relative productive power of hand 
and machine labor, and upon the recent re- 
port of this commission Mr. Wright has 
based some of his calculations. : 

A thousand paper bags could formerly 
be made in six hours and thirty minutes by 
hand; they are now made in forty minutes 
with the aid of a machine. To rule 100 
reams of paper on both sides by hand re- 
quired 4,800 hours; with a ruling machine 
the work is done in two hours and thirty 
minutes of one man’s time. In shelling 
corn by hand sixty-six hours and forty min- 
utes would be required to shell a quantity 
which can be handled by a machine in thir- 
ty-six minutes. A mowing machine ‘cuts 
seven times as much grass per hour as one 
man can cut with a scythe. These exam- 
ples might be extended indefinitely, but a 
more forceful fllustration is found by con- 
sidering the total horse-power applied to 
machines in this country and calculating 
how many men it would require to do the 
same work. For such calculations the 
census figures of 1890 must be used. 

One horse-power is equivalent to the pow- 
er of six men. Thus, if the work of 63,481 
men in the flour mills of the United States 
is supplemented with the use of 752,365 
horse-power, the power is equivalent to the 
work of 4,514,190 additional men. In other 
words, the power does seventy-one times 
as much work as the employés. The ratio 
differs radically in different industries. Mr. 
Wright finds that the total horse-power 
used in the United States in 1890 was about 
6,000,000, equivalent to the work of 36,000,- 
000 men, while only 4,476,884 persons were 
employed, the two kinds of power having 
aratioof 8 to 1. A force of 36,000,000 men 
represents a population of 180,000,000, so 
that, if the products of the manufacturing 
establishments were all made by hand, ft 
would require a population of that size to 
do ft, with none left for agriculture, trade, 
transportation, mining, forestry, the pro- 
fessions, or any other occupations. 

A still more striking Miustration is found 
in our transportation system. In 1890 there 
were over 80,000 locomotives in this coun- 
try. It would take 57,940,320 horses to do 
their work, or 347,425,920 men. In coup- 
tries like China nearly all the work of trans- 
portation is actually done by man power, 
and no further explanation of the differ-

By the use of steam we are evoking aid 
from the stored-up heat in our coal beds 
equivalent to the population of the whole 
earth, while the Chinaman lets his coal lie 
underground, packs his loads om his back, 
and does his manufacturing largely by 
hand. 

Mr. Mulhall, the British statistician, cal- 
culated in 1895 that the use of steam power 
had increased fivefold in the United States 
in thirty-five years, thas more tian trebling 
the collective working power of the popula- 
He also remarks that the working 
energy of one American is more than double 
that of one Buropean. Thus the civilized 
world, with the United States leading, is 
yearly doing a greater amount of useful 
work, while Asia does no more than it did 
a thousand years ago. This fact alone will 
explain the demand for the “ open door” 
and the increasing world domination of the 
machine-using nations. 


ANDREW LANG'S REBELLION. 
The worm has turned again. Mr. Lang 
has refused to submit to the industrious 


‘searchings of the modern scientific spirit. 


The particular phase of it that has aroused 
his ire is that embodied in circulars sent 


out for the collection of personal confes- 


sions, A book recently written from data 
secured in this way has drawn the fire 
of Mr. Lang and he has vented his over 
wrought feelings in an article in the West- 
minster Magazine. After freely expressing 
his views on the worthlessness of this 
sort of science, he drops into this plaintive 
inquiry: 

Are we never to be let alone? We receive, by 
post, catechisms as to our cats, our favorite texts, 
our smoking, drinking, amusements, and even 
our mothers. Last comes a catechism as to our 
religious ideas, or lack of them, and on the re- 
plies of the sort of people who answer are to be 
founded scientific theories. We shall be asked 
about our love affairs next. 

Have you loved, and, if so, how often? 

Did you ever (and, if so, on how many ‘occa- 
sions) fall in love at first sight? 

Have you ever been jilted, and what were the 
psychological consequences? 

Did you marry your first love? If not, do you 
regret it? If you did, how do you like it? With 
how many persons have you been in love simul- 
taneoualy? 

Mr. Lang admits that the replies to such 
a circular might be used in a work on 
“The Psychology of the Affections,” 
which, if not scientifically valuable, would 
at least be entertaining. Perhaps he has 
secret intentions of retaliating on his per- 
secutors with such a circular if they do 
not stop tormenting him with catechisms 
about his cats, or his creed, or- most sacred 
of all—his golf records. There will be 
people wicked enough to cherish a secret 
wish that he might do it. The possibili- 
ties of interesting results are indeed fas- 
cinating—or appalling. The ravages of 
war would pale into insignificance beside 
the domestic upheavals that might follow 
the publication such a book with each 
man’s full and thful anwers printed 
over his name. ; 

The last group of questions alone would 
be enough to introduce into many peace- 
ful households a painful combination of 
arctic chilliness and volcanic eruption. If 
you did not marry your first love, do you 
wish you had? If you did, do you wish 
you hadn't? For those who might safely 
run this gantlet’ there is reserved the 
closing query of how many persons of the 
other sex you have loved simultaneously. 
The circular might as well go on to de- 
mand their names, for they would im- 
mediately be extorted under the tortures of 
the domestic inquisition that would follow 
a plural answer. The whole subject would 
better be quietly dropped. It is to be hoped 
that Mr. Lang will soon find the golf links 
again in condition for working off his super- 
fluous energy.

GEORGE SANTAYANA’S ESSAYS ARE 


DEEP BUT CHARMING. 


Uis Book on “ Interpretations of Poet- 

| ry and Religion” Is for Readers 
Who Like Profundity and Penetra- 
tion — Mr. Underhill’s Work on 
“Spanish Literature in England” 
Is Also Heavy, While Strindberg’s 
Drama, The Father,“ Is Somber. 


EORGE SANTAYANA’S volume of 
essays entitled ‘‘ Interpretations of 
Poetry and Religion (Scribner) is 
designed to lead the reader from 
somewhat difficult points of approach 
to a single idea. This idea is that religion 
and poetry are fdentical in essence, and 
differ merely in the way they are attached 
to practical affairs. The author does not 
undervalue religion, but rather does he exalt 


poetry? both have a universal and moral 


function, and neither, he thinks, deals with 
facts or with natural laws. Poetry is an 
interpretation of life, and not merely an 
irrelevant excursion into the realm of 
fancy, multiplying our images without pur- 
pose and“distracting us from our business 
without spiritual gain.“ One is not a com- 


- plete poet whose whole imagination is not 


attuned and his whole experience composed 


into a single symphony. ; 


In the essay entitled The Absence of Re- 
ligion in Shakspeare we are told that 
Shakspeare is remarkable among the greater 
poets for being without a philosophy and 
without a religion. In his time and country 
to be religious already began to mean to 
be puritanical, and in the divorce between 
the fullness of life on the one hand and 
unity of faith on the other there could be no 
doubt to which side a man of imaginative 
instincts would attach himself.’’ 

In the essay on “ Platonic Love in Some 
Italian Poets, the author defines with a 
subtle grace the attitude of Dante towards 
Beatrice. The poet’s devotion was purely 
mental and poetical. ‘‘ He never ventured 


to woe; he never once descended or sought to 


descend from the sphere of silent and dis- 
tant adoration; his tenderness remained al- 
Ways tearful and dreamy, like that of a 
supersensitive child.“ 

Mr. Santayana has even ventured to give 
some new thoughts about Emerson. Emer- 
fon was not, declares this author, a prophet, 
nor did he have any definite conception of 
ultimate truth. At botton he had no doc- 
trine at all. Did he know what he meant 
by Spirit or the ‘ Over-Soul’? Could he say 
what he understood by the terms so con- 
stantly on his lips—nature, law; God, benefit, 
or beauty? He could not, and the conscious- 
ness of that incapacity was so lively within 
him that he never attempted to give articu- 
Though Emerson 
had en away from positive beliefs these 
7 ved in him, says the author, as “ spirit- 
ual laws.“ 

These brief extracts can give but a faint 
idea of the penetration and the profundity 
of the author. The reader may have some 
difficulty in keeping in sight the object after 
which he and the author are striving—that 
of proving that religion and poetrx are one 
but even though he is baffled by obscuring 


clouds he will not fail to find some stars of 


thought which give forth beautiful light. 
„Spanish Literature in the England of the 
Tudors,” by John Garrett Underhill, is pub- 
lished for the Columbia University Press by 
the Macmillan company. In this latest 
volume in the Columbia University studies in 
literature Mr. Underhill has assumed the 
unique and ambitious, if somewhat labori- 
ous, task of tracing the history of Spanish 
‘literature in the England of the Tudors. 


Na attempt, says the author, has hitherto 


been made to present a codrdinate view of 
the influence of Spain upon English litera- 
ture, and it is his purpose to determine,

Underhill shows how the hand of Spain has 
been seen in the highest types of English

quate idea of the playwright's status in his 
own country and in the modern dramatic 
movement, as well as some account of the 
miseries of a life which have steeped him in 
a pessimism only less profourd than 


Nietssche's. 


The translation falls in idiom sometimes, 
the word already proving a stumbling 
block, and the original division into scenes 
after an almost forgotten manner being 
retained to the disadvantage of the narrative 
in English. But these things distract little, 
from the somber movement of the play to 
its final catastrophe, and the theme stands 
out with all its. gloom of doubt and despair 
and human confidence in humanity broken 
to bits.

On Cuba and the Philippines, 
Our Islands and Their People.“ Edited 
by William S. Bryan. With special de- 
scriptive matter by José de Olivares. 
Illustrated. St. uis: N. D. Thomp- 
son Publishing company. 

The value of this subscription work, judg- 
ing from the six parts already received, is 
chiefly pictorial, but what a camera can do 
to make an unfamiliar country familiar is 
here accomplished by a zealous and efficient 
photographer. The work opens with an in- 
troduction by Major General Joseph 
Wheeler, which is in the nature of a brief 
résumé of the late war with Spain. The 
first six numbers are given up to a descrip- 
tion of Cuba, its principal provinces and 
cities, its people, and their industries and 
customs. The photographer, Walter B. 
Townsend, has penetrated to out of the way 
places in his search for fitting subjects, and 
on one occasion he was about to pose a group 
of people supposed to belong to a banana 
plantation, but who, to his consternation, 
turned out to be a company of lepers. 

The celebrated Province of Pinar del Rio, 
at the western extremity of Cuba, is said to 
be an agricultural Utopia noted for the 
quantity and excellence of its tobacco and 
for its scenic beauty. Cuba seems to be a 
smoker's paradise. There are no smoking 
compartments in the Cuban railway service, 
because here, as in all Spanish countries, men 
smoke everywhere—at the table, in the par- 
lor, the theater—with never a thoughtyof 
the lady alongside, it being taken for grant- 
ed that nobody can possibly object to the 
odor. of good tobacco any more than to air, 
sunshine, and the fragrance of flowers.“ 

It is a calumny, declares the writer, to say 


that the Cuban is lazy. The laboring man 


in that country rises at 4 in the morning 
and works until sunset. ‘‘On the sugar 
estates there is nothing but unremitting 
work for everybody, from the owner down. 
from day to day, and from week to week, and 
from month to month, until the crop is 
harvested. Only a breakdown of the ma- 
chinery of the mill will stop the wheels of 


this tireless, ceaseless energy.“ There are 


interesting descriptions of some of these 
sugar estates, of the banana plantations, and 
mahogany cutting.

Among the black population and up to the 
present time all attempts to extirpate it 
have been unavailing, while the efforts of 
the Spanish to banish this evil only resulted 
in producing a moral corruptness said to be 
infinitely worse than the original.

Lord Albert, who is a godson of the Prince 


of Wales, may be ed as the eventual 
heir to the Dukedom of Leeds, and there- 
fore as a good matrimonial catch, although 
he 1s a rather poor man now. For his eldest 
brother, the Duke, has no son, but only 
four daughters, while his second brother, 

Francis, who was in the royal navy, 
is childless, although he has been married 
since several years to a daughter of Admiral 
Grieve. 

The Dukedom of Leeds is an ancient one, 
as dukedoms go, the first Duke having been 
Lord High Treasurer of England to King 
William III. The dukedom is a relatively 
poor one, and there is but one country seat— 
namely: Hornby Castle, up in Yorkshire. 

Hornby Castle is a fine stone castellated 
structure with an ivy mantled tower. It 
has been in the possession of the Osborne 
family for several hundred years and stands 
in a fine park of several thousand acres.

Discount Rate Continues at Four Per 
Cent, and Even at That Rate the 
Bank Hesitates — Private Enter- 
prises Put Out New Shares, Which 
Passe Unheeded by the Market— 
United States Currency Law At- 
tracts No Attention in London. 


CHICAGO TRIBUNE BY A, J. WILSON.) 

LONDON, March 18.—Perfect happiness is 
denied even to the money markets. Here 
we have been beating the record of your 
war loan last „ear with one subscribed for 
eleven times over, and every dealer in credit 
is grumbling like a bear with a sore head. 
And the cause is patent enough when the 
Bank of England return is examined. Be- 
fore the applications for the loan began the 
market owed the bank about £5,000,000, and 
it now owes it fully £13,000,000 in spite of 
the disbursements by the treasury, with the 
consequence that every shilling of the ap- 
plication money costs the market 4 per cent. 
The bank lends and discounts freely at 4 per 
cent and thinks its action liberal, but the 
market grunts, ‘“‘ Why should the bank be 
allowed to hold our money and demand the 
instant issue of allotment letters?“ 

Money Continues to Be Tight. 

This is easier asked than granted, since 
the number of applications.is about 40,000, 
go that money and discounts have been tight 
all week at quite 4 per cent for both, and for 
two days brokers asked 4% per cent on six- 
ty-day remitted paper. I do not see an 
immediate or proximate change for the bet- 
ter, because the market resources are fully 
engaged, even without the loan. Wecannot 
inerease our currency at will, but must rest 
altogether on credits from the state bank 
for increased means.

. To Put Out More Notes. 

This week's government Gazette an- 
„ mounces that the Bank of England has de- 
” cided to increase its fiduciary circulation 
by about £1,000,000 under the power in the 
charter, which gives it the right to replace 
the lapsed note circulations of English provin- 
¢ial banks up to two-thirds of their amount. 
Sucht influence will be produced by this step, 
Sas our banking depends on checks far more 
than on notes. Asa matter of fact, the act- 
ive note circulation of the bank down to

American Currency Unnoticed. 
So busy are we with our own affairs that 
we have permitted your new currency law 
to go through not merely without criticism 
but without notice. Not a single banker has 
mentioned it tome. Yet it appears to effect 


material changes in your currency and I 


agree with your own stricture on the hasty 
and inconsiderate manner the bill seems to 
have been rushed into law. It seems to pro- 
vide for almost indefinite expansion of bank 
note circulation, a form of currency most 
dangerous even when guaranteed on the 
credit of the nation. However, our check 
money may yet prove a source of worse 
trouble; therefore it is best not to be too 
ready to assume the function of censor. 


Speculation Is Dead. 

Curious, is it not, that our stock markets 
should have failed wholly to respond to the 
news from south Africa? The fact is, they 
were paralyzed partly by dread of what the 
Boers may do to the mines and by the enor- 
mous hidden speculation for a rise already 
existing in Kaffir and copper shares. Also

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SIGN N NEW BANK NOTES. 


OFFICIALS PREPARE TO ISSUE THEM 
UNDER THE CURRENCY LAW, 

All Guessing on Effect of Expansion— 
Activity in Wholesale Lines Less 
Pronounced, the Consuming Season 
Being Backward — Persons Expect- 
ing Slump in Iron Market Disap- 
pointed—Labor Situation an Unfa- 
vorable Factor. 


Bank officers are busy signing notes to be 
issued under the new currency law. Chi- 
cago bankers expect to receive the first in- 
stallment of the new notes from outside 
banks this week. Some of the institutions 
had anticipated the passage of the bill and 
prepared their notes in advance, so that they 
were ready to take advantage as soon as the 
law was put into effect. 

One estimated that he would have 
to sign his name on notes over 42,000 times. 
The bank of which he is an officer will put 
out $1,000,000 of circulation in the denomi- 
nations of $10, $20, 660, and $100. Some of 
the banks will take out as much as possible 
of their circulation in $5 bills, as they are 
used more than the higher ones. The law 
permits banks to have only one-third of their 
circulation in bills. - 

Questions in connection with the new law 
have been foremost in the minds of bankers 
and investors in the last week. The infla- 
tion which will result in the currency is esti- 
mated at various amounts. The immediate 
effect on interest rates is in doubt. Event- 
ually, it is the opinion of financiers, the tend- 
ency will be for lower rates. Experienced 
bankers, however, are not willing to predict 
the present course of the money market. 

The problem of redemption is forced upon 
the bankers. A leading loca! national banker 
believes the remedy is for each bank’s notes 
to circulate in its immediate locality. He 
says that will combine a maximum of ad- 
vantage with a minimum of expense. Coun- 
try banks heretofore have shipped their 
notes to distant parts with the idea that it 
would take a long time for them to get back 
to the starting place. The banker mentioned 
believes that if the country banks keep their 
notes in their neighborhood they will avoid 
the danger of having to redeem them when 
not prepared to meet the obligation. He 
says that the country banks, following this 
principle, should ship out notes of other 
banks as fast as they come into the com- 
munity. He says that a Chicago bank could 
not hold a large amount of the notes of other 
banks, as they do not count as part of the 
reserve. When there was an active demand 
for curreney the notes could be shipped to 

places in différent parts of the country. If 
no demand existed, the bank would be forced 
to send them to Washington for redemption, 
which would be expensive for the bank 
whose notes were redeem 

In their weekly market letter A. O. 
Slaughter & Co. say: The immediate ef- 
fect of this refunding upon the Eastern 
money markets will doubtless be to reduce 
the sum of loanable funds by reason of 
withdrawals by the Treasury of a portion 
of government deposits in national banks 
now amounting to about $112,000,000, There 


is wide diversity of opinion as to the prob- | 


able increase in bank note circulation. The 
limit of circulation is the aggregate capital 
of national banks, about $606,000,000. Profit 
in circulation, however, will probably soon 
cause a large increase in the capital and 
— of national banks. Such increase 
of necessity will be gradual. The first ex- 

pansion in bank note circulation will result 
from the issue of the additional 10 per cent 
allowed by the new law to the face of bonds 
| lodged with the Secretary of the Treasury, 
which will probably reach about $26,000,000. 
Many estimateg place the inflation of the 
currency as high as $200,000,000 within a 
| few months, but the consensus of opinion 
among the best informed bankers is that 
the increase will be much smaller owing to 
the practical difficulty of keeping the notes 
in circulation. National banks cannot carry 
them in reserve, and the tendency, particu- 
larly in the East, where credits come most 
into use, will be for financial institutions to 
return the notes for redemption to the Treas- 
ury, where the issuing bank must maintain a 
fund in legal tenders to the value of 5 per cent 
of its total circulation. Of the $255,000,000 
of circulation now outstanding $215,000,000 
is based upon bonds and about $40,000,000 
on lawful money deposited in the Treasury. 
The free experiment of issuing circulation 
Will be checked by the fact that it will be 
possible to retire circulation only at the 
rate of $3,000,000 a month, or $36,000,000 a 
year, thus rendering it no light matter to 
put out circulation with the difficulty of 
keeping it out to which we have adverted. 

One effect — — new Will de a more 
stable money et the year round. Cir- 
culation will be issued by banks in agri- 
cultural sections, lessening the chance for 
the customary stringency in New York in 
the autumn for the reason that Western 
and Southern banks will have a supply of 
currency not hitherto available for moving 
the crops. Bank notes can only be emitted 
in response to demands for currency from 
business-men, and when this demand dimin- 
ishes will find their way back to the issuing 
banks. The danger of inflation from this 
class of currency is much less than from 
Treasury notes, which are put out and kept 
out regardless of varying needs for cur- 
rency. | 

„The unsentimental effect of the new law 
will be quite as important from a market 
view as the actual influence upon our finan- 
cial system. Confidence of foreign investors 
in our securities will be stimulated and for- 
mer discrimination in favor of bonds spe- 
cificaly payable in gold will diminish. It is 
a fact worthy of consideration that with 
United States 2 per cent bonds selling at 
106% to 107 the issue price of the new British 
2% per cent loan was 98%, while consols were 
quoted at about 101. The old British con- 
sols are not redeemable until April, 1928, but 
their interest rate falls to 2% per cent April 
5, 1907. The new consols will bear 2% per 
cent interest until 1910, but they are re- 
deemable at par.“ 

Trade Activity Less Pronounced.

It has n the battle- 
field of the ages, every empire has marched 
her armies across it to ruin, and the prophets 
anticipate a final conflict there, previous to 
the incoming of the new , no matter by 
what designation we call ft.’

EVANSTON TRUSTEES WILL ADD IT 
TO SCHOOL COURSE. 


Woman Pays for the Equipment of the 
New Department and the Board 
Bears the Expense of Teaching— 
Rooms in New Building Will Be 
Used, One to Be Fitted as a Model 


Kitohen, with Steves and Necessary — 


Utensils. 


The school girls of. Evanston are to be 
taught the art of cooking. A department 
will be established tn the new high school 
building, where accommodations will de 
made for sixty pupils. The idea originated, 
with an Evanston woman, who has signi- 
fied her intention of equipping the depart- 
ment if the school trustees will bear part 
of the expense of teaching. The amount 
of her gift and her name are withheld. 

Professor Henry Boltwood received the 


offer and he presented it to the Board of 


Trustees. It was accepted. 

Rooms in the new building have been set 
aside for the purpose, and are ready for 
stoves and tables. One of them will be 
made into a model kitchen. Classes will 
be held in school hours and the work will 
be made a regular part of the high school 
curriculum. It is expected that three 
teachers will be employed. 

An effort will be made to have the teach- 
ing extended to the girls of the higher 
grades of the grammar schools. 

The details have not been completed, as 
the interior of the new building is unfin- 
ished, carpenters having been on a strike 
for a month. 

“The classes will be formed as soon as 
possible,“ said Professor Boltwood yester~ 
day. It will be the first time such a course 
has been tried in Evanston schools, but 
I feel sure it will be a success. The Woman's 
club is interested in the movement and will 
support it.“ 

In addition to the cooking school a course 
in manual training will be established for 
the boys. This will be run on the same 
lines as the cooking department and will be 
made compulsory. 


RULES OF ARMY DISREGARDED. , 


Inquiry at Fort Orook Shows Post Can- 
teen to Be a Disorderly 
Resort. 


Omaha, Neb., March 18.—[Spectal.]—The 
recent disappearance of Sergeant Keyser in 
charge of the Tenth Infantry canteen at 
Fort Crook has brought to light sensational 
breaches of army regulations in practice 
there. The missing non-commissioned of- 
ficer had in trust over $1,000 in his capacity 
of canteen steward, and the authorities have 
so far been unable to locate him. As dis- 


closed in the inquiry at the post the can- 
teen is a disorderly resort, in which soldiers \ 


indulge in a variety of excesses. Many 
civilians complain that the soldiers spent 
their entire pay in redeeming canteen checks, 
leaving outside creditors unsatisfied, The 
post officers are said to acquiesce in the con- 
dition, and soldiers who buy their whisky 
at the canteen escape discipline for mon- 
cation.

CHICAGO MINISTERS CRITICISE HIS 
EXPERIMENTAL JOURNALISM. 


Comment Involves the Consistency of 

His Position as Judged by His Book 

and His Newspaper—Christianity’s 

Debt to the Press—Editor’s Right as 

nu Censor — Practical Unity Among 

the Churches—Extracts from Ser- 
mons of the Day. 


The Rev. C. M. Sheldon and his week's ex- 
periment in editing a newspaper as Jesus 
would edit it supplied matter for comment 

y many Chicago ministers yesterday. In 
general the experiment received adverse 
criticism, by some on practical, by others on 
- ethical grounds, though the minister-editor 
himself was spared except by those who 
questioned the consistency of his attitude. 
Excerpts from some of the sermons follow. 


. Impugns Sheldon’s Consistency. 
The Rev. Dubois H. Loux, at John Crerar 


Chapel (Presbyterian), took for his theme: 
**Cheapening Christ: Mr. Sheldon Out of 


Christ's Steps.“ He said: 


A man may be an honest hypocrite. His 


example may deny his precept, yet he gets 
excused under the caption, This man is 
only a dreamer.’ Mr. Sheldon cheapens 
* Christ. Instead of ‘What would Christ 
do?’ he substitutes ‘ What would Jesus do?“ 
Christianity owes its force not to ‘ what 
Jesus would do’ but to what Christ is. 
Christ is not merely of human nature. He 
is Lord, he is God. 

„Mr. Sheldon is not consistent with his 
own views. In his book he takes the reader 
to the Chicago theater, describes crime in 
detail, particularly dwelling on murder, and 
is as graphic on some subjects as the reporter 
he condemns. The words suicide,’ ‘ horror,’ 
* hell,’ shooting.“ human tragedy,’ blood.“ 
abound. He makes the whole story of his 
book turn upon a sensational interruption 
of a Sunday church service. Verily Mr. 
Sneldon's steps are unequal. He is not 
known for sermons in a Rectangle’ or for 
giving up his congregation like the Bishop 
to work in the slums. He is known as the

Christianity’s Debt to the Press. 

Dr. Johnston Myers, Immanuel Baptist 
Church, speaking on The Value of the 
Press to Christianity,“ said: 

We should not underestimate the value 
of the spoken truth, but today the printed 
sermon finds the largest audience. While 
much of the criticism passed on our secular 
press may be just, this may certainly be 
paid that the Monday morning printed ser- 

mons reach a larger audience than that of 
‘tthe Sabbath day in our churches. The 
thanks and respect of the Christian public is 
due these great dalies for this valuable as- 
sistance to morality and Christianity. The 
daily press brings the gospel message to a 
vast multitude who cannot or will not come 
to our churches. It may be questioned 
whether Mr. Sheldon himself would print 
more religious truth than our daily papers 
do every Monday morning. The church of 
Christ should recognize that a mighty factor 
im its progress must ever be the printing 


Press. 
Opposes Christian Socialism. 
The Rev. W. M. Backus, Third Unitarian 


Church, found his sermon in Applied 


Christianity: In His Steps.“ He said: 
Dr. Sheldon has now announced himself 
2 Christian socialist, which is a full ex- 
tion of the views set forth in his book. 
t is not for oppression, but liberty, that 
we are looking. Christian socialism would 
be an intolerable oppression, for it would 
mean a submission of the individual con- 
science to the social conscience. The world 
is not to be reformed; it must be evolved. 
Mr. Sheldon, in his application of Chris- 
tlanity to social conditions, fails of a solu- 
. tion. It is not to be found in control from 
without, but by the control of the right will 
and enlightened mind within.” 


Sheldon as a Censor.

“Can an editor always be the judge of 
what the public ought to know? And if he 
could, should he be? Isn't this coming dan- 
gerously near the assumption of the Russian 
censor? Sheldon would give us a blank 
Sheet, but the public claims = right to 
Judge for itself.“ 

. Scope of Sheldon’s es. 

Dr. J. P. Brushingham, First Methodist 
Church, took A Good Man for his theme 
and applied the title to Mr. Sheldon.

|.“ Mr..Sheldon’s idea is fundamentally 
greater ‘than any week's work in experi- 
mental journalism. Sheldon’s idea is a fed- 
ration of moral forces, practical, not doc- 
trinal unity among the churches of Chris- 
tendom. In many communities the churches 
have been playing a game of ecclesiastical 
marbles when they should have been wag- 
ing a successful warfare against titanic 
evils.” 

Sheldon’s Idea Misleading. 

The Rev. W. O. Sheppard, Emmanuel 
Methodist Church, Evanston, preaching on 

“ Why 5 Would Not Run a Newspa- 
per,“ said: 

Christ She be in any way looked at 
as a reformer, as that, term is now used. 
He neyer was in business. When we think 
of his coming to Chicago or running a news- 
paper we cheapen him. The idea of Mr. Shel- 
don is misleading. -Christ was no mirror of 
the times. He never discussed ways and 
means or expedients. He never wrote a 
word except on the sand.“ 

Public Wants the News. 

The Rev. H. I. Rasmus of the First Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, Oak Park, said:

READS THE GOSPEL OF CAPITAL. 


‘Jenkin Lloyd Jones at All Souls’ Talks | 
of the Duties of 
Wealth. 


In the course of his sermon on The Gos- 
pel of Capital the Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones 
said at All Souls’ Church: 

“The child of the millionaire, as well as 
the child of the millionaire’s coachman, finds 
his real wealth today not in his own bank 
account, but in the life and buoyancy of the 
community in which he lives, in the public 
Udraries, the public art galleries, the public 
museums, the public parks, the public 
schools, the general culture, as expressed 
in the cleanly streets, the comely domestic 
architecture, the trained eye, and the cul- 
tivated ear, the love of neighbor, the rev- 
erence for truth, and the passion for justice, 
all of which can be immeasurably advanced 
and elevated by the trustees of the world’s 
wealth, the administrators of humanity’s 
_eecumulation up to date. 

“ The fruit of the inventor, the discoveries 
of the employer, and the achievements of 
the scholar, represent humanity’s stock in 
trade, and today all these are largely held 
im trust by the capital class. It is for this 
class to decide whether the plunder of the 
earth shall continue to the embittering of 
the poor and the debilitating of the rich. or, 


on the other hand, there shall come sweet 


reconciliations between capital and labor, 
employer and employé, peasant and prince. 


_WANTS TEACHERS WELL PAID. 


BR. A. White Protests Against Raids by 
the Schools Boards on Instruct- 
ors’ Salaries. 


School Beonomy and Teachers’ Salaries " 
‘was considered by the Rev. R. A. White yes- 
terday at Stewart Avenue Universalist 
Church in the prelude to his morning ser- 
mon. He said: 

We commit the sacredness of childhood 
and its right to a careful mental and moral 
training largely to the public school teacher. 
The school is becoming as sacred as the 


ae church; the office of the teacher as holy as 


‘that of the priest. The public ought to see 
to it that the teacher is well paid. Above 
‘all, the public ought to assure teachers a 

salary. If the best teaching talent is 


to be attracted to the schoolroom, teachers’ 
salaries must not be subject to unexpected 
raids, as the habit is whenever the School 
board desires an easy method of retrench- 
ment. 

“The present salary cut seems to fall 
heaviest on the 2,000 experienced grade 
teachers, those who have served the schools 
seven years or over. Such a cut, eoming in 
the middle of the year, when plans had been 
made on the basis of at least $90, with the 
hope of the promised $100, cannot but dis- 
hearten and discourage all good teachers 
and principals as well. | 

„Are there not other ways in which econ- 
omy can be pructiced? Has the medical in- 
spection proved so valuable that it cannot 
be dispensed with and many thousand 
dollars saved? Is it necessary to take 
thousands of dollars out of the pockets of 
the teachers and put some $18,000 or more 
of it into the pockets of census-takers, when 
good authority insists that the federal cen- 
sus will answer the purpose? The average 
taxpayer would like to know about 
these things. Teachers do not like 
to agitate salary matters themselves. 


Let the pulpit and the press speak for them. 


Let the teachers have fair and steady sal- 


aries. 
ers pay the school bills.“ 


M. M. MANGASARIAN’S LECTURE. 


Speaks to the Society for Ethical Cul- 
_ ture—Araigns the Age of 
Materialism. 


M. M. Mangasarian, former leader of the 
Sociey for Ethical Culture, stood again be- 
fore the society in Steinway Hall yesterday 
morning and spoke of the possibility of living 
content within small means and letting the 
spirit beautiful grow unbidden out of the 
soil of common things. In the trio that 
stood for high ideals—the good, the true, and 
the beautiful—there could be nothing com- 
parative, he said; all were absolute in the 


‘higher idealism. The beautiful in the uni- 


form of an army could ve questioned, but not 
the beauty of the soldier-devotion to country. 


It was in this broad sense that beauty, must 


be seen, 

Absence of effort in human goodness the 
speaker held to be the thing that made good- 
ness beautiful and lovable. He found this 
in the mother’s love for her child—a thing 
so spontaneous that the suggestion of duty 
coupled with it would be spurned. 

A man who is honest and virtuous only 
by the exercise of an iron will may command 
our respect,“ he said, ** but he never has our 
love. The one out of whom goodness is re- 
flected like a light is the one who inspires 
love. It is not enough to be good; to be 
beautifully good is necessary to make virtue 
attractive.“ 

The speaker arraigned the modern age of 
materialism, its love of money and of luxury. 
Pursuit of money, he said, had cost us dearly 
in inspiration toward the ideal. But one day, 
he said, seme genius would arise and take 
this inharmonious world of vice and evil, of 
poverty and riches, of disaffected labor and 
oppressive capital, and make it whole again. 
And to this end, he said, hope would hope un- 
til it creates this perfection out of its own 
wreck, moving on the principle that it is bet- 
ter to take a step forward and die than a step 
backward and live.

Speaking on Religion in Business and 
Work” yesterday morning in St. Mark’s 
Episcopal Chureh, the Rev. Dr. William 
White Wilson said:

J. W. Strong Declares Big Corporations 


Conspire Against Labor—He Sees 
the Emptiness of Ages.“ 


Black listing as the new slavery was the 
topic with which Attorney J. W. Strong 
worked a single tax audience into uproars 
of approval yesterday afternoon in Handel 
Hall. He made the sweeping charge that 
the steam railroads, the street railroads, the 
packing-houses, and the steel mills had 
adopted the black list in secrecy and that 
only a few days ago when twenty young 
women left one Chicago packing-house for 
another their aprons scarcely were put on 
in the new places when a notice from the 


former employers caused all of them to be. 


discharged. 

As attorney for Fred Ketcham in the dam- 
age suit against the Northwestern railway 
company, in which the plaintiff got a judg- 
ment for $21,000, most of Mr. Strong’s speech 
was of the details of that trial. | 

Only two avenues are open to men driven 
from work by the black list,” he said. 
“They may become paupers or criminals, 
but in either event, charges upon the public. 
And all for what? In this railroad strike 
it was because men were suspected ot dis- 
loyalty. Disloyalty! Whoever gave to a 
railway corporation or to any other: cor- 
poration the sovereign power to exact loy- 
alty from its employés?”’

A subcommission of the National Indus- 
trial commission, created by Congress to 
collect information in regard to conditions 
iu the different industries of this country, 
will hold sessions at the Auditorium Hotel 
this week. The subcommission, which was 
appointed on the suggestion of the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association, to investigate 
the conditions of the different. industries 
represented by the association consists of 
Senator John W. Daniel of Virginia, former 
Senator Mantle of Montana, A. L. Harris 
of Ohio, Colonel Albert E. Clark, Major John 
M. Farquhar of Buffalo, Eugene D. Conger, 
editor of the Grand Rapids (Mich.) Herald, 
and J. L. Kennedy of Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Kennedy arrived yesterday. 

“There seems to be an erroneous idea of 
our coming here,“ said Mr. Kennedy we 
have nothing to do with labor troubles, and 


no authority even to attempt a settlement by 


arbitration. We come in response to an in- 
vitation extended by the Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ association before there was any la- 
bor trouble in this city. 

The commission was created by Congress 
to collect information in regard to the con- 
ditions of the different industries of the 
country. We will take any testimony which 
the association sees fit to submit, and then 
we will invite representatives of the men 
employed by the same industries to testify. 

The commission has submitted to Con- 
gress the result of a thorough investigation 
of the trust problem. No doubt there are 
good reasons for the opposition to trusts, 
but I believe trusts are a natural result of 
economic evolution, and therefore can- 
not be suppressed. The only thing that can 
be done reasonably is to regulate and control 
them by legislation. Publicity is one of the 
best safeguards against some of the most 
dangerous features. 

“The program for our work in Chicago 
has not been determined. If Mr. J. M. Glenn, 
the Secretary of the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
association, has any witnesses ready for us 
we will hold a meeting on Monday afternoon 
and hear them. Our session will gontinue 
a week or ten days.“ 5 


WOULD GIVE SEXES EQUAL PAY. 


Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt Says Men 


and Women Should Get Same 
Wages for Same Work. | 


New York, March 18.—[Special. ]—In 
cussing the question of equal pay for men 
and women in the public schools, Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt says: 

There is no reason in the world which 
can endure the test of examination why men 
and women should not receive equal wages 
for equal work. The quality of the work 
and not sex should be the one consideration 
to govern the price paid for labor. If the 
woman performs her duty in the slightest 
degree less well than the man who is her 
coworker she should be paid less. But, on 
the other hand, if the man is the inferior 
worker he should be paid less than the 
woman. The old argument that a man takes 
up a business for life and a woman for only 
a brief period previous to marriage does not 


apply to the profession of teaching. Men 


who adopt teaching for a business do so 
largely as a stepping stone to a permanent 
choice for life. Of the tens of thousands of 
men who enter the profession only hundreds 
remain in it for a life work. On the other 
hand, many women make it the only busi- 
ness of a life. It is not unusual to find wom- 
en who have taught in the public schools 
for twenty-five years and upward. . 

Nor does the argument. once highly re- 
spected, that the man marries and must con- 
sequently receive more wages bear close 
ecrutiny. It is wise to apply to public affairs 
the same common sense and economy which 
are found useful in private life. An em- 
ployer engaging a man bookkeeper, type- 
writer, or secretary ascertains the quality 
of work the candidate can perform and offers 
a compensation appropriate. The married 
or unmarried state of the man does not enter 
into consideration. The quality of work of 
the teacher should in the same manner set 
the ratio of wages.“ 


Dr. Thomas Hunter, President of the New. 


York Normal College, said: 

Jam of the opinion that all work which 
is equally and well performed by men and 
women should receive equal compensatfon. 
This seems no more than just. 

“If a woman writes a novel she gets the 
same pay as a man would get for a similar 
work. 

“There are, however, difficulties in the 
way of paying the New York women teach- 
ers the same salaries as those paid to men 
teachers. In the first place, the cost of the 
public school system would be enormously 
increased by such a step. It is doubtful if 
the public would stand such a vast increase 
in the amount of money devoted to the pub- 
lic educational system. 

Now, it is exceedingly difficult to obtain 
good male teachers, and therefore the law of 
supply and demand plays an important part 
in the matter of adjusting salaries. You can 
get four or five able female teachers where 
you can get but one male teacher who is well 
qualified for his work. The greater number 
of our most talented young men find their 
way generally into more remunerative call- 


ings.
